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Introduction 

The  Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation  had  its  beginning 
with  the  aopointment  of  the  first  Board  of  Park  Commissioners 
on  July  8,  1875,  under  the  title  "Park  Department."  The 
Board  consisted  of  three  members  who  served  without  compen- 
sation. 4s  thus  constituted,  the  deDartment  continued  up  to 
1913,  when  by  provision  of  Chapter  10,  Ordinances  of  1912, 
it  was  merged  with  the  Public  Grounds,  Bath  and  Music  Depart- 
ments, under  the  name  of  Park  and  Recreation  Department.  The 
Commissioners  were  appointed  by  the  Mayor  for  a  term  of  three 
years,  one  term  expiring  each  year.  The  Chairman  was  a  paid 
city  official,  in  charge  of  the  operation  of  the  department. 
The  other  two  members  served  without  compensation. 

In  1920  the  Cemetery  Department  was  merged  with  the  Park 
and  Recreation  Department,  and  the  title  was  changed  to  Park 
Department.  On  May  1,  19514,  the  Department  became  the  Parks 
and  Recreation  Department  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  2, 
Ordinances  of  195U.  The  Board  of  Parks  and  Recreation 
Commissioners  was  increased  to  five  members. 

Under  the  latest  ordinance,  the  Commissioner  of  Parks 
and  Recreation  becomes  the  active  head  of  the  department  with 
Dower  of  authority  far  beyond  that  which  existed  when  the 
Board  consisted  of  three  members  (Section  36-U2,  inclusive, 
Chapter  2,  Ordinances  of  195U).  The  Commissioners  meet  as 
required  on  call  from  the  Chairman. 

In  1970,  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission  was  re- 
organized under  Chapter  8  of  the  Ordinances  of  1970  which 
amended  Chapter  19  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  196l  by 
adding  two  other  officers,  respectively  known  as  the  Assist- 
ant Commissioner  for  Administration  and  the  Assistant  Co- 
missioner  for  Recreation,  each  likewise  apoointed  by  the 
Mayor  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  January 
following  the  next  biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a 
mayor  is  elected  and  who  will  both  serve  full  time. 

The  department  is  responsible  for  the  maintenance  and 
improvement  of  approximately  2,300  acres  of  parks  and  play- 
grounds. Included  in  this  area  are  the  following  facilities: 
125  playgrounds  and  play  areas,  U7  of  which  have  field 
houses;  20  parks,  large  and  small;  2  service  yards  contain- 
ing offices,  mechanics'  shops,  storehouse,  and  garage;  a 
recreation  building;  13  indoor  recreation  centers;  16  public 
bathhouses;  2  public  golf  courses  (18  holes)  both  with  club- 
houses; 3  public  bathing  beaches  with  bathhouses  in  which 
are  2  solaria;  k  swimming  pools  (2  indoor  and  2  outdoor)  and 
U  portable  pools;  82  public  squares;  16  greenhouses;  19  ceme- 
teries (3  active,  16  inactive  or  historic);  108  miles  of 
parkways,  driveways,  walks,  and  paths;  131  acres  of  nonds  and 
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rivers;  and  the  care  and  maintenance  of  all  trees  on  city 
streets,  parks,  and  playgrounds  (1966)  Statistics). 

The  department  organizes,  promotes,  and  conducts  a  city- 
wide  recreation  program  for  all  age  groups  with  special  em- 
phasis on  youth  programs. 

This  report  summarizes  briefly  the  efforts  of  the  Parks 
and  Recreation  Commission  and  the  staff  of  the  department  to 
maintain  a  high  standard  in  essential  services  and  to  expand 
the  facilities  of  our  park  system  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
department  within  our  appropriation  allowances. 

In  this  report  there  is  no  particular  attention  given 
to  the  extensive  maintenance  responsibilities  of  the  Parks 
and  Recreation  Department.  Reference  to  the  introductory 
section  of  this  report  will  indicate  the  large  number  of 
areas,  buildings,  etc.,  that  require  most  of  the  time  of  our 
staff.  It  should  be  apparent  that  much  of  our  appropriation 
is  expended  for  the  maintenance  and  improvement  of  parks, 
gardens,  park  and  recreation  buildings,  mechanics*  shops, 
golf  courses,  cemeteries,  etc.  Proper  maintenance  is  the  key 
to  efficient  service.  We  are  confining  this  report  to  major 
work  accomplished  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
197U,  all  of  which  is  substantially  outside  the  area  of 
general  maintenance. 

RECREATION  PROGRAM 

The  success  of  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  was 
the  willingness  to  create  recreation  programs  and  services 
that  are  compatible  with  the  cultural,  social  and  economic 
characteristics  of  Boston. 

1973  and  197k  were  years  when  new  concepts  and  guide- 
lines were  developed  to  spawn  recreation  programs  in  the 
inner  city  areas  and  a  desire  to  face  the  challenge  and 
responsibility  of  organizing  community  recreation  programs 
to  make  up  today's  leisure-time  scene. 

During  1973-1971*  the  Boston  Parks  and  Recreation  De- 
partment offered  to  the  public  a  widely  diversified  program 
of  athletics,  social  and  cultural  activities. 

Hundreds  of  thousands  made  use  of  our  parks,  play- 
grounds, swimming  pools  and  recreation  centers.  Indoor 
physical  activities  included  gymnastics,  swimming,  basket- 
ball, wrestling,  boxing,  physical  fitness  and  tennis  in- 
struction. Cultural  and  recreation  activities  included  art, 
grooming,  modeling,  music,  dancing,  drama,  puppetry  and 
others. 

All  outdoor  facilities  for  baseball,  handball,  basket- 
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ball,  softball  and  soccor  leagues  were  taxed  to  canacity. 
Athletic  activities  included  35  baseball  leagues,  80  basket- 
ball leagues,  12  football  leagues,  10  handball  tournaments, 
UO  soccor  leagues,  and  78  softball  leagues. 

The  Boston  Parks  and  Recreation  girls'  athletic  leagues 
completed  their  thirty-first  consecutive  year  of  organized 
city-wide  competition. 

During  1973-197U  there  were  approximately  2,000  players 
who  registered  for  basketball  leagues;  1,000  for  the  soft- 
ball  leagues  and  300  for  volleyball  league.  The  leagues  are 
set  up  in  many  divisions,  matching  the  players  with  those  of 
similar  age  and  experience. 

On  a  city -wide  basis,  the  department  playgrounds  are 
staffed  during  the  summer  and  fall  months  to  provide  an 
organized  recreation  program  for  the  city  youngsters. 

The  department  also  maintains  two  golf  courses,  one  of 
which  is  the  oldest  Dublic  course  in  the  country.  A  junior 
golf  program  for  youngsters  is  conducted  at  these  facilities. 

The  sailing  ^nd  boating  program  was  conducted  at  Jam- 
aica Pond.  Instructional  classes  for  children  12-18  years  of 
age  in  navigation  and  sailing  were  conducted  free  of  charge. 
More  than  1,^00  using  15  sailboats  took  part  in  this  program. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Boston  Police  Department's 
Officer  Friendly  Program  of  the  Information  Services,  a 
series  of  training  classes  were  held  at  Jamaica  Pond  on  small 
craft  and  boating  safety. 

During  the  spring  and  winter  months  preparation  and 
certification  was  offered  at  our  indoor  swimming  nools.  Five 
indoor  pools  are  in  operation  on  a  year-round  basis  offering 
swimming  instruction.  The  "L"  Street  (James  M.  Curley)  beach 
and  the  Frog  Pond  on  Boston  Conmon,  were  in  constant^use 
during  the  summer  months.  The  swimming  attendance  almost 
doubled  because  of  expanded  programs  and  extended  hours  of 
oDeration. 

Many  thanks  to  the  Boston  Police  Officer  Friendly  Pro- 
gram who  gave  of  their  time  in  assisting  instructors  and 
cooperating  at  our  many  special  events. 

Boston  Parks  and  Recreation  pioneered  programs  for 
exceotional  children  and  ran  three  separate  day  camps  during 
the  summer  months.  Special  programs  such  as  swimming  in- 
structions were  arranged  for  the  children.  Lifeguards  and 
swimming  supervisors  assisted  instructors  with  swimming 
lessons. 
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DEPARTMENT 


The  Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  Golden  Age  Clubs  sponsored  a 
variety  of  senior  citizen  programs  during  the  summer  and 
winter  months  including  get-acquainted  programs,  games, 
parties,  bus  trips,  etc.    Films  were  shown  at  nursing  homes 
to  shut-ins  throughout  the  year.  The  climax  was  a  city-wide 
picnic  for  all  senior  citizens  of  Boston  at  Castle  Island. 

The  Boston  Neighborhood  Basketball  League  (BNBL)  enlist- 
ed both  the  support  and  participation  of  at  least  3>000 
youngsters  and  adults.  The  interest  in  the  Boston  Neighbor- 
hood Hockey  League  (3NHL)  continues  to  grow  with  at  least 
800  youngsters  from  twelve  neighborhoods  participating  in 
the  league. 

Free  instruction  clinics  throughout  the  city  continued 
to  attract  the  interest  of  voungsters  as  well  as  adults  to 
the  Boston  Parks  <?-.  Recreation  Denartment  tennis  program. 
Many  tennis  facilities  were  re-surfaced  and  lights  added  for 
the  public  convenience. 

Track  and  field  meets  for  boys  and  girls  were  scheduled 
regularly  during  the  summer  at  White  Stadium.  Boston  again 
hosted  the  Atlantic-Richf ield  Jesse  Owens  inter-city  track 
and  field  competition. 

In  1973-197U  a  number  of  innovations  were  extremely 
successful,  one  being  the  Art  Center  in  The  Park  at  Pinebank. 
Free  to  all  citizens  of  Boston  are  classes  in  the  visual  and 
performing  arts,  theatrical  productions,  dance  performances 
and  art  exhibits. 

Various  special  events  were  presented  by  the  department 
and/or  its  affiliate,  Sunmerthing.  Throughout  the  summer  the 
Parks  and  Recreation  Department  offered  almost  every  imagin- 
able form  of  entertainment  —  boxing  matches  and  concerts 
on  the  City  Hall  Plaza,  festivals,  plays,  puppet  shows, 
opera,  art  shows  and  mobile  instructional  units. 

Bicycle  safety  clinics  for  youngsters  with  the  coo Dera- 
tion of  the  Officer  Friendly  Police  Staff  were  one  of  the 
many  services  offered.  The  Parks  <?-  Recreation  Denartment 
continued  to  advocate  safe  bicycling  and  a  pollution-free 
environment  for  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  James  M.  Curley  Recreation  Center  ("L"  Street) 
continued  to  offer  one  of  the  best  free  facilities  avail- 
able in  the  country.  In  addition  to  its  beach  facilities 
(handball  and  solarium),  it  contained  a  men's  steam  bath, 
exercise  and  recreational  room  for  all  ages  (tiny  tots  to 
senior  citizens),  a  women's  sauna  and  a  unique  exercise 
room.  A  variety  of  physical  fitness  classes  and  recreation 
programs  are  available  from  9  a.m.  to  10  p.m. 
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For  the  fourth  year,  the  department  co -sponsored  the 
Franklin  Park  Kite  Festival  rewarding  the  creative  kite 
designers  and  kite  flyers,  Frisbee  and  hula  contests  on  the 
City  Hall  Plaza  drew  on  the  talents  of  our  neighborhood 
youngsters. 

Fishing  at  Jamaica  Pond  boasted  Boston's  best  stocked 
facility. 

The  summer  fun  tours  were  available  to  all  playground 
youngsters.  There  were  free  bus  trips  to  various  recreation- 
al and  educational  points  of  interest  in  and  around  the 
Greater  Boston  area. 

As  in  1973-197U,  the  objective  of  the  Parks  and  Recrea- 
tion Department  is  to  continue  to  make  available  quality 
facilities  and  programs;  to  stimulate  and  encourage  year- 
round  maximum  use  of  the  facilities;  and  to  continuing  ^en- 
thusiasms for  our  year-round  programs.
